Get it large enough to cook a whole 
chicken or good-sized piece of meat with 
the accompaniments. A small casserole 
is almost worthless unless you have an 
exceedingly small family. 

“T bought one a few days ago that 
holds about three quarts. It is the 
usual brown earthenware, and not at 
all bad looking. 

“When I want a dinner cooked in this 
manner I buy a medium sized chicken, 
getting one which is too tough for 
broiling or roasting, and so I am able 
to buy the fowl much cheaper than 
otherwise. 

“Into the casserole it goes, with a 
half dozen small peeled potatoes, or 
else some potato balls, small onions, 
carrot balls, a bit of turnip if I have 
it, a few mushrooms for the flavor, 
some parsley, and usually a bay leaf. 
Enough water to keep it well moistened 
goes last of all, and then the casserole 
is placed in the extreme back of my 
oven, there to stay all day with the 
slowest kind of -a fire. 

“You see that cool weather is the only 
time to indulge in the casserole, for if 
you use the gas range it is no economy. 
Ironing day is fine for it. 

“By night everything is done, the 
chicken is ready to fall apart with all 
the slow-cooking and the steaming 
which it gets, and the vegetables de- 
liciously permeated with each other's 
juices, and tender, Some little basting 
isn’t a bad idea, though your fowl real- 
ly does not need it, provided you put in 
enough water to start with.

COMPELLING MEN TO VOTE. 

If we continue for some time longer to gov- 
ern Cuba under existing conditions, the island 
may furnish a fleld for some useful experimenta- 
tion.

He exposes the community to the strong 
probability of further offenses by the professional 
criminal, whoge bent, as experience demonstrates, 
can no more be corrected by incarceration than 
by clemency. 
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If a man is as young as he feels, Uncle Joe 
Cannon is still well within the presidential age 
limit, but for sheer youthful exuberance nobody 
will ever be able to approach the present in- 
cumbent. 
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PHRASEMAKING IN POLITICS. 

That political parties cannot live upon axioms 
and phrases alone seems not to have occurred to 
modern Democrats. 

The Democratic party has given many wise and 
patriotic aphorisms to the pegple, but not one of 
these phrases ever carried an election or enacted 
a law. 

To be vital, to have energy, to produce results, 
an adage in politics must have intelligence and 
force behind it, and there must b> a real and an 
obvious application. Of what value are maxims 
merely as maxims? The most useless people in 
the world are full of wise saws and modern in- 
btances. 

It so happens that Democrats have been the 
great phrasemakers of America. The authors of 
these terse and meaning sentences were not con- 
tent with the making of epigrams, however. They 
put their bright ideas into practice. They em- 
ployed the shibboleth, but they used it as a Cap- 
tain does an oriflamme .:. war. Guidons and pen- 
nants are useful to soldiers, but it is the soldiers 
and not their insignia who win battles. 

Of late years Democrats have appeared to con- 
sider it a sufficient avowal of their principles to 
say that they were in favor of “the greatest good 
to the greatest number,’ or that they believed in 
“equal rights to all and special privileges to 
none.” Men not deficient in intellect as men go 
nowadays have parroted these and other truisms 
as though nothing more was to be desired: There 
is no limit to the trite and the commonplace. 

Thomas Jefferson did not imagine that liberty, 
independence and equality were based upon any of 
his phrases. He knew that they were elemental. 
He knew that they could be won or preserved or 
lost, not by fine words, but by deeds. Thus other 
political parties have profited as much by his wis- 
dom as his own party ever aid. 

Andrew Jackson’s passionate devotion to the 
Union was expressed in many historical phrases, 
but these phrases alone did not serve in the days 
of blood and iron in the early 60’s. There was a 
‘grand army behind them and that army was re- 
cruited and inspired, not by a Democratic, but by 
a Republican administration. 

The wisest and most patriotic of principles be- 
come only mummery when they are not applied, 
when they are only vain repetitions and when they 
mark the beginning and the ending cf political 
endeavor. 

Jefferson and Jackson were doers as well as 
preachers of the word. Their Democratic suc- 
cessors, in too many cases, are only mouthers of 
well-approved adages which no one disputes and 
which few people attempt to make effective. 
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Senator Bankhead of Alabama is satisfied with 
our basic institutions as they stand, and thinks 
that it would be better for the President to ad- 
just his policies to the Constitution than to ad- 
just the Constitution to his policies. Here is a 
Senator who ought to have been elected a long 
time ago. We fear it is too late now for con- 
structive statesmanship to follow conservative 
advice. 
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JOHN BRATTON’S RELIGIOUS LIFE. 

Does the modern church present a sufficiently 
forbidding aspect to sin? Is there enough of the 
old ironclad formidability of creed and doctrine? 
Many critics of the up-to-date religious institu- 
tion claim not, and some old-fashioned men de- 
plore a relaxation of stern rigidity in favor of 
encouragement and invitation to so-called world- 
liness. Churches find support in large member- 
ships, and a too exacting inquiry into sptritual 
qualifications or a too severe application of 
church rules to temporal conduct are out of keep- 
ing with what might be termed policy. 

There is something to be said both in favor of 
rigid adherence to rule, principle and creed and 
against exaction and harsh discipline. Leaving 
the dispute to the clericals and doctrinaires 
themselves, we may turn to a concrete incident 
which seems to illustrate at once good policy 
and right. If these two must be separate, then 
this case may prove an exception to establish 
either rule. 

Four years ago when the little daughter of the 
late John Bratton died, he felt that he should 
make the bereavement a turning point in life. 
He went to the pastor of an East St. Louis church 
and said, “If I thought I was fit I would like 
to join your church, but I own race horses and 
I am often profane.”’ 

“Do you feel that you are doing wrong in 
owning race horses?’ asked the minister. “No,” 
said Bratton. “My ancestors bred race horses, 
and I love them. If I ever feel in my heart 
that it is wrong I will quit.” “All right,” said 
the pastor, “we will leave that to you and the 
Lord.” é 

“About. the profanity,” said Mr. Bratton, “I 
will do the best I can to quit it, but it’s going to 
be a hard fight, and I'll ask you to be as lenient 
as you can with me.” The minister replied, “Go 
ahead. Do your best.’’ And the new member be- 
came an active worker in the church. 

Doubtless this minister took the view that in 
admitting a man who used oaths and bred horses

portunity to work for the good of the member.

May not the same be true in 
many a case?

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ST. LOUIS AND ITS HOME UNITS. 

Great, compact New York appears to the av- 
erage St. Louisan very much as it does to Judge 
Ferriss, who is impressed by its physical aspects 
of hugeness, squareness and solidity, and par- 
ticularly by its lack of homes. 

Summed up, it is a group, scarcely divided, of 
large office buildings, great hotels, immense 
apartment houses and tenements. A city of mas- 
sive blocks, it has no room for segregated dwell- 
ings, and, seeing it, the St. Louisan is moved to 
exclaim: “Buildings, buildings everywhere, but 
not a house to live in!” 

To the New Yorker his metropolis of crowded 
cubes holds out the highest possibilities of good 
living. His complacent enjoyment of metropoli- 
tan conditions is perfectly expressed in Mr. Nat 
Goodwin’s sentiment that “When one leaves 
New York he is only camping out.” 

Tastes admit of no dispute, but the St. Louisan 
to whom living means a home and home implies 
preferably some kind of a house, be it ever so 
humble, finds New York comforts oppressive for 
want of elbow room and breathing space. New 
York seems a honeycomb inhabited by a hive. 

Here we segregate the domestic cells, with 
yards between and before and behind. We build 
not so far into the blue vault of heaven, or blue- 
black as it happens to be when the smoke thick- 
ens, but rather spread over the green and gar- 
dened earth with our residences. Even our flats 
are close to earth and not wanting in yard 
spaces. 

No physical limitations restrict the home-build- 
ing tendency or possibilities of St. Louis. We 
should sensibly strengthen this tendency. Let 
men cling to the sane idea of individual dwelling 








places. 
The desire for light and air, and especially the 


desire of every man for his own doorstep, for 
privacy and independence, have a deeper civic 
meaning than their outward manifestation makes 
obvious. 

The man with a household apart, a home of his 
own, has a keener civic pride and a more inti- 
mate sense of proprietorship in his city than 
the resident who lives under transient conditions. 

Too many New Yorkers are in New York and 
yet not of it. But the home dwellers of St. 
Louis have particular interests involved which 
make the welfare of the community the welfare 
of each one. Let St. Louis encourage the home

Meets All Tests—How Paris Buries Its 
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Powerhouse Entirely Under Water—New Eye-Protector for Automobilists—Street Car Fender That 
Watch for the Blind. 
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Dead—Long Canal Underground—A 
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. Power House in a Dam. 

An absolutely unique power plant has recently 
been completed about fifteen miles below Baltimore, 
on the Petapsco River. It is built with a dam and is 
entirely under water. It ia the first of its kind ever 
built and eost much less than it would if built in 
any other known way, says the niectrical World. 

The dam is 220 feet long, 40 feet thick at the base 
and 2% feet high. The spillway is 168 feet long, but 
at present only 108 feet of this distance is used for 
housing the power plant. The dam is of reinforced 
concrete, the shell being 18 inches thick at the bottom 
and tapering to 10 inches at the top. 

The apron extends only half way down from the 
entirely open and provided with windows, by means 
of which the interior is lighted. The shape of the 
apron is such that the water is thrown some little 
distance away from the windows. 

The part used by the power house is fitted with a 
false ceiling hung, five feet from the inside of the 
dam, so as to protect the apparatus from any water 
that might seep through the outer shell of the dam. 
The dam is built of a fine and rich mixture, which 
was laid very wet. Aside from this, no precau- 
tions were take to eliminate water. 


Painless Eye Protectors. 

A French eye specialist has hit upon qa new idea in 
eye protection which will uo away with the disad- 
vantage of the present type. From a medical point 
of view, it is claimed that the new goggles, which are 
glassiess, prevent conjunctivitis and swelling of the 
eyes. The following description of this latest novelty 
is published in the Motor Print (Philadelphia): 

“Instead of glass, the lenses are made of thin pieces 
of steel, in each of which there are three narrow 
slits, scientifically cut so that the wearer can see 
everything in front of him. The efficiency of these 
slits is based upon the principle that an opening of & 
small diameter has the same effect upon the luminous 
rays as the central point of a convex lens. If the 
eye is placed near the opening, the angle taken in 
is very large and proportionate to the diameter of 
the opening. The vision obtained through the slits 
ig claimed to be brighter and sharper than with 
ordinary goggles, while blurred sight caused by rain, 
mud, dust, steam and so forth is entirely eliminated. 
There is no draft because the heat from the eye 
forms a cushion that prevents air and dust from 
entering. One of the slits is cut horizontally, and 
is intersected near the nose by a perpendicular slit, 
the junction of these two slits forming a right angle. 
Below the horizontal slit is another slit which is cut 
at a slant toward the outside of the lens. The out- 
side of the lens is nickel plated, while the Inside of 
each is enameled black. The main part of the gog- 
gles is made of soft gray leather, and an adjustable 
headband of elastic is fitted to them while a small 
strap connecting the lenses makes them adjustable 


to any pair of eyes.”’ 


An Efficient Fender. 

The City Council of Dresden, tired of the fenders 
that are just as apt to help in street car accidents 
as to prevent them, has now secured control of a de- 
vice of its own, which it says is so successful that 
not one of the tests made daily with it over a period 
of many months was a failure. All the street cars 
of Dresden are now equipped with it. 

Consul T. H. Norton begins a description of the 
device in the consular reports as follows. ‘The only 
visible part of the protective mechanism is a pro- 


jecting strip extending in front of the forward plat: 
form of @ Car, and attached to a shaft issuing from 
hence to the latter.” That sounds serious, but there 
is no need for alarm. The trouble is not with the 
fender, but merely with consular English. 

What happens when any man, child or animal 
| gets in front of a moving car and touches the pro- 
jecting strip is that the latter yields as readily as a 
push button, with three results: The electric current 
is shut off. The automatic brakes are applied. A 
broad fender three feet further back, just in front of 
the wheels, is dropped to the level of the rails, ready 
to gather up the victim. 

The Bureau of Manufactures at Washington has fl- 
lustrations of the device on file and the City Counci! 
of Dresden is eager to furnish information about it 
and spread its use. 


M Ownership Funerals. 

_. Municipal ownership in Paris has got as far as 
funerals. 
‘Prior to Jan. 1, 1907, the disposal of the dead was 
intrusted to a corporation under raunicipal control, 
the “Pompes Funebres,” which provided funeral serv- 
ices under a tariff graded to fit persens of different 
social and financial condition. This function has now 
been assumed by the municipality, which deals di- 
rectly with the undertakers. Of these there are 
about forty in the city, who obtain from the munici- 
pal bureau coffins, bearers, transport wagons, car- 
riages, pallbearers and matérial for draping houses 
of mourning. 
The prices which the undertakers pay for all these 

things are fixed by ordinance. 
There fs a crematory at Pere Lachaise where bodies 

may be cremated from $10 up, with $6 fees, a $2 
coffin and $2.60 for an earthenware jar. All these are 
supplied by the city, which also sells a five-year 
grave for $10. At the end of five years a new tenant 
moves in,

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LABOR WARS. 


By Cardinal Gibbons, in Putnam’s Monthly. 





HERE should not, and need not, be any conflict 
between capital and labor, since both are 
necessary for the public good, and the one de- 

pends on the co-operation of the other. A contest 
between the employer and the employed is as unrea- 
sonable and as hurtful to the social body as a war 
between the head and hands would be to the physical 
body. Such an antagonism recalls the fabled con- 
spiracy on the part of the members of the body 
against the stomach. Whoever tries to sow discord 
between the capitalist and the laborer is an enemy of 
the social order. Every measure should be there- 
fore discountenanced that sustains the one at the ex- 
pense of the other. Whoever strives to improve the 
friendly relations between the proprietors and the 
labor unions, by suggesting the most effectual means 
of diminishing and even removing the causes of dis- 
content, is a benefactor to the community. 

I take it for granted that all uniong and other so- 
cleties of American laboring men are disposed to ar- 
ray themselves on the side of peace and order and 
are as strongly opposed to violations of the law as 
other citizens. Hence they should exert their influ- 

ence to see that the laws are upheld if they would 
> maintain the respect with which they are regarded by 
their fellows. It is not only a question of patriotism 
but of self-interest which deeply concerns them. 
_ Experience has shown that strikes are a drastic, 
and at best a very questionable, remedy for the re- 
dress of the laborer’s grievances. They paralyze in- 
dustry, they often foment fierce passions, and lead 
to the destruction of property; and above all they re- 
sult in inflicting grievous injury on the laborer him- 
self by keeping him in enforced idleness, during which 
time his mind is clouded by discontent while brood- 
ing over his situation, and his family not infrequently 
suffer from the want of the necessaries of life. The 
logs inflicted by strikes on the employers is not much 
/more than half as great as that which is sustained 
by the employed, who can much less afford to bear 
%t. It would be a vast stride in the interests of 
peace, and of the laboring classes, if the policy of 
arbitration which is now gaining favor for the settle- 
ment of international quarrels, were also availed of 
for the adjustment of disputes between capital and 


labor.

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JAP SANITATION. 


From American Medicine. 








APANESE military sanitation does not shine out 
in nearly so good a light as it did at first. 
Indeed they, themselves, were astounded at the 

high praises showered upon their methods, and have 
evidently attempted to explain the matter in accord- 
ance with the encomiums. Such modest acknowledg- 


ment of great achievement is very touching. It will 
be remembered that in wars, the deaths by disease 
are usually four times as numerous as those by 
wounds, and that the cause is the sudden concentra- 
tion of masses of men without means of removing 
their excreta. A somewhat large percentage of 
deaths by infection is unavoidable by the very con- 
ditions of campaigning. The same, or worse, would 
occur in a city if the use of water and sewer pipes 
were suddenly discontinued. In short, bloody wars 
few have a chance to be killed by disease, in long 
wars or those of few battles, such as our Spanish 
War, few have a chance for death by bullets. Cir- 
cumstances other than sanitation, therefore, vary the 
relative numbers of the two kinds of deaths. When 
it was first reported that the Japanese deaths by dis- 
ease were only a fourth of those by bullets, it was 
at once assumed by the Japanophiles that the Jap 
sanitarians were 16 times more successful than our 
own military surgeons, It now appears, from the 
published reports of military attaches, who were with 
the troops in Manchuria, that neglect of sanitation 
was notorious, and the absence of great epidemics 
was due to two factors—the wide area over which 
the soldiers were spread by necessity, and the fre- 
quent moves they made. Moving armies are healthy 
because they ran away from their own poisons, 
Nothing new has been learned from the Japanese 
War. The attaches report that the tactics were all 
copied from well-known textbooks, Nothing was in- 
vented. The publications of their surgeons are very 
disappointing in their childlike simplicty. They have 
merely copied the elements of sanitation of the Oc- 
cident. The masses of line officers and soldiers were 
ignorant of even the fundamentals. Anyone who, 
knows the nation could have predicted that much. 
The reports of superhuman intelligence are pure 
myths.

ERBS for flavoring soups, sauces and salads 
can be had fresh at all times of the year by 
growing them in pots and boxes in the house. 

The plants are decorative as well as useful, most of 

the blossoms being prettier than those of the ordi- 

nary house plant. 

The green leaves are valuable for garnishing many 
dishes, and when the bloom begins to fade the entire 
plant can be cut and hung up to dry, then powdered 
and put In canisters for further use. 

I have grown from seed sweet basil, sweet marjo- 
ram, thyme, fennel, parsley, sage, and lavender in 


leommon soil taken from the back yard. 


Basil is pretty grown in a hanging. basket, and the 
fern-leaved parsley grown in a fern dish is just 4s 
pretty but more useful than the fern would be. 

Dry sage leaves made into a tea and taken hot be- 
fore going to bed is our grandmother’s remedy to 


break. up a cold. 

Dried lavender can be made into sachets to put 
among clothing, as it imparts a pleasant perfume. 

If a bacteriologist should examine the seams of 

some dripping pans, or apparently clean bread pans, 
his report douwbtless would cause their owners to 
discard them with a pair of tongs. A million or two 
of some kinds of bacteria are not deadly, but may 
affect slightly the health. Most cooks know that soap 
suds never should be put into a coffee pot. The 
same rule holds good for frying pans, bread and drip- 
ping pans. Ordinary soap does not act completely 
on the fat in the pans, especially in the seams, and 
a rancid, fatty accumulation or thin coating results. 
This enters into food, afterwards cooked in the pans. 
If a little sal soda or ammonia in a pint of water 
is put into the pan while over the fire thorough 
cleansing is accomplished. 
Small glasses filled with jelly will prove to be ac- 
ceptable gifts when Christmastide comes. When 
making your own supply of jelly fill a few Ilttle 
glasses and store them away on the preserve shelf 
At Christmas time several of these little glasses 
of jelly of different flavors, put into a prettily 
trimmed basket or box, will make a nice gift for an 
invalid friend. 

Always use a wooden spoon for stirring batter, 
soups or fruits, as it will not wear out a sieve, stain. 
nor spoil the flavor. To keep it white dip in hot 
water before using, aS that will fill the pores so they 
cannot absorb much of anything else. 

The soot that settles on the bottom of the teaket- 
tle, caused by being on.the fire, will keep the top of 
the kitchen stove blacked. Dampen a cloth, rub on 
the bottom of kettle, then over the stove, and it will 
keep the stove bright. 

When, after a hot night, you find the breakfast 
cream soured, just before the family are seated, mix 
a little of the cream with common baking soda. 
Then add gradually, and basting constantly, the rest 
of the cream. If you are an adept, neither the cereal 
nor the coffee will betray you and your breakfast 
will be unspotiled. 

To bake pancakes without greasing the griddle 
add one teaspoonful of butter or a half cup of cream 
to the batter. 

Keep bread fresh by wrapping each loaf in paper 
wrapping paper is best; wet old napkin in cold wa- 
ter, wringing out as dry as possible, then wrap 
around the loaf; keep in cool place and you will 
have fresh bread all the time. 

Cover kitchen table with dark green carriage cloth, 
pasted on smoothly. It is more durable than oll- 
cloth for hard wear. A zinc-covered extension also 
is convenient to set hot dishes on.

ROWWNIE’S DELIGHT.—USe four layérs of rich 

white cake. Make a boiled frosting. Add one 
grated cocoanut, and pulp of One orange, 
rubbed through a sieve. Spread this upon the first 
layer. For second layer: To frosting add one cup 
of hickory nuts or English walnuts; cup of chopped 
raisins, and tablespoonful of chocolate, grated. For 
third layer use one cup of chopped almonds and one 
cup of chopped citron. On top there should be a 
smooth frosting. 

FOR THE TOOTHLESS.—Chop sliced cucumber 
fine with chopping knife and bowl and season ag 
usual. . 

Radishes may be run twice through a meat chop- 
per and will be relished. 

Lettuce should be laid smoothly upon leaf; then 
rolled tightly, placed on a hardwood slicing board, 
and shredded with a sharp, thin knife. Cut crogs- 
wise until finely minced and season to taste. Don’t 
try chopping or grinding lettuce, for it bruises and 
withers it. : 

Boiled beets should be chopped fine. A little strong 
vinegar suffices to pickle. 

Green corn should be boiled on the ear. With a 
sharp knife slice off the tips of kernels and scrape 
with the back of the knife, leaving the husk of the 
kernels on the ear... 

When the rest of the dinner is on the table dip 
meat chopper into hot water so it will not cool the 
meat; grind a slice of cooked steak or roast and 
serve immediately. 

ROLLED OATS COOKIEPS.—To one egg, well 
beaten, add one-half tablespoon butter, one-half cup 
sugar, one-half teaspoon salt, one and one-half cups 
rolled oats, vanilla to taste. Beat well and bake in 
slow oven. It is nice for 5 o'clock tea. 

SOUTHERN SWEET POTATOsS.—Steam the po- 
tatoes until well done; skim; then slice into pan with 
alternate layers of brown sugar and butter. Brown 
in oven. 

RHUBARB PUDDING.—Stew the rhubarb as for 
sauce. When tender strain through colander; then 
put liquid on fire, adding a little more water. When 


it boils thicken with corn starch: let cool, and add 


sugar and teaspoon vanilla. Pour in molds and chill. 
Serve with cream for dessert. 

CREAM PIB.—Heat enough milk to fill your pte 
tin. Before it boils, add the yolks of three eggs, 
three tablespoonfuls of water, and three tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar, beaten together. Stir until smooth. 
Take from the fire and add butter the size of a wal- 
nut and vanilla to favor. Bake crust and add dthis 
filling: Beat the whites of the eggs stiff and put in 
a little sugar and flavoring. Put this over the top 
of the pie; return to the oven a few min- 
utes to brown. For chocolate pie use the same recti- 
pe, only add chocolate and more,sugar, and leave out 
the flavoring. 

ESCALLOPED FISH.—Butter baking dish, scatter 
Over bottom moist bread crumbs to depth of an inch; 
then place an equal quantity of cold fish, a few slices 
of cold boiled potato, and a finely chopped onion. 
Salt and pepper to taste. Use another cup of the 
bread crumbs on top. Pour one-half cup of sweet 
milk over all and bake 30 minutes under cover. Dot 
with bits of butter and brown the top. 

RASPBERRY CREAM WHIP.—Sprinkle one quart 
of red raspberries with a heaping cupful of powdered 
sugar. Let stand until thick syrup tg fermed, then 
press through sieve and pour slowly on a pint of 
whipped cream. Beat constantly and chill. Just be- 
fore serving add a cupful of meringue made from the 
whites of two eggs and one-half cup of sugar. This 
is easily made and is delicious on a hot day. 

CHERRY CREAM PIE.—Bake an under crust as 
for lemon cream pie and when brown fill with the 
fo'lowing mixture: Beat the yokes of two eggs light 
with one-half cup sugar, add one tablespoon of corn- 
starch, dissolved in scant half cup water: then add 
the stiffly beaten whites and one box of pitted cher- 
ries. This makes one large pie and prevents the 
cherry juice from running. 

CRYSTALLIZED FRUIT.—Smal] fruit and  sec- 
tions of large fruit are attractive when served with 
a frosting of sugar. Beat the white of an egg to a 


etiff froth; dip the fruit In so that it will be coated 
fientirely with the egg; then roll in powdered sugar 


and lay on parchment paper to dry. Keep cool and 
serve while fresh. 

APPLE BUTTER COOKED IN OVEN.—Cook ap- 
ples until tender, run through a colander, and sweet- 
en to taste. Place them in any cooking vessel you 
use for that purpose, filling it quite full, and put in 
the oven. It will cook fast. Stir it occasionally, but 
not often. You will not have to clean it off your 
stove and have your hands burned by its popping 
on them. This method is just as good for preserves. 
If you put them in crocKs or granite basins you can 
leave it in the oven and let it cook when you have @ 
fire for other things.

OMAHA, Sept. 28.—-An «pen fight be- 
tween the Burlington Railroad and the 
Nebraska State Railway Commission Is 
on and sensational moves are being 
made by each party. 

The railroad has issued orders to all 
einployes not to recognize requests for 
information from the Commission, and 
the Commission }.as retaliated by order- 
ing the investigation and probably pros- 
ecution of General Manager Holdrege. 
The Commission charges the Burlington 
with having turned in a list of pass- 
holders which is- alleged to be false. All 
the other railroads in Nebraska are 
backing up the Burlington in the fight, 
while Gov. Sheldon and the State offi- 
lending their support to the 
com: issivn. 

The railroads secured an order froim 
Federal Court, preventing the commis- 
sion from reducing the rates on grain 
in this State—and the -40vernor an- 
nounced trat if the injunction is made 
perinanent he will immediately call an 
extra -esmon of the Legislature to have 
the reduction made by !egislative enact- 
ment instead of threugh the Railroad 
Comnissiofli. 


Ratiroads Get Injunction. 

Rome time ago the Lallway Commis- 

sin esunounced that it would order a 
reductior of from 10 to 18 per cent 
on yrain shipments within the State. 
The ruilreads took no notice of the 
foriacoming reduction until just a day or 
{ao berore the rates were to gc into 
feet, Then a tempora:v injunctcn 
was secured from the United States 
Court, preventing the lower rates from 
being placed in effect. And while this 
is being fousht out in the courts, the

_ Veur's Immense grain crop, and are pay- 
inzx the old rates for the service. 
. When the commission asked agents of 
the Burlington Railroad for informa- 
tion, which, according to the laws 
passed by the ‘last Legislature it was 
entitled to, it was told that General 
reight Agent Spens of the Burlington 
had ordered that the requests of the 
Commission be ignored. The Commission 
regards Spens’ action as a direct viola- 
tion of the law, and some action prob- 
wbly will be brought against him. 


To Arrest All Violators, 


Then the Commission ordered a com- 
pilation of all the delinquencies of the 
railway systems. It is said to be one 
of the plans of the Commission to order 
the arrest of every railroader who has 
failed to obey the new law in every par- 
ticular, even if trifling. Since the rail- 
roads have resorted to technicalities to 
embarrass the Commission, the Commis- 
sign will also resort to technicalities. 

Furthermore, since the Commission 
has the right to reduce rates wherever, 
in its judgment, they are too high, the

It is this provision of the new law that | 
confronts Markegraft. He is regarded as 
a physical wreck, and Is now being held 
for deportation, and will be deported un- 
less he is admitted under another pro- 
vision of the law. 

Owns Home at El Paso. 

The law permits the admission of 
cases of this character on condition 
that bond is given. But it rests en- 
tirely with the officials in Washington 
whether or not the subject is allowed 
to enter the United States under the 
provisions of this section of the immi- 
gration act. If in their judgment the 
bond and other conditions guard against 
the subject finally becoming a pauper 
and public charge, the officials are apt 
te allow the person to enter, because it 
is the object ef the Immigration Depart- 
ment to favor the immigrant where the 
conditions justify. 
Mr. Markeraft is regarded as a good 
citizen of the United States, and the 
conditions are favorable to his admis- 
sion. He owns a home in El Paso, and 
has a family who are in a position to 
take care of him. Friends have offered 
to give bond, and Inspector Holman, 
with these facts before him, has set 
forth the case in detail, together with 
his recommendations that the man be 
allowed to enter under the bond provi- 
sion of the act.

papers. 

Without this document the plans re- 
main imperfect, even as the document 
is useless without the plans.

In undertaking this very difficult 
task we rely greatly upen the assist- 
ance ef M. Andérmatt. He will be anx- 
ious to explain the apparently inexplica- 
ble conduet which he has maintained 
from the first.

The plant uses Beyptian 
and sea island cotton exclusively, be-

120 is considered a very fine thread, 
but not long ago, with the increase of 
the mill’s capacity to 25,000 spindles, the 
spindling of numbers as high as 150 was 
begun. No ether thread Ike this is 
made in the Seuthern States, and as a 
matter ef fact, no finer is manufactured 
in the world.

organization. 

Many preblems will confront the con- 
ference. It is conceded the American 
cotton bale should be improved, the 
methods of marketing American cotton 
simplified, the evils of speculation eradi- 
cated without depriving the industry of 
the advantage of distributing the risks 
of trade by a safe system of dealing in 
futures, while improvement is to be 
anticipated in the collection and distri- 
bution of statistics and crop reports. 

To Be Permanent, 

Most important of all is the antici- 
pation that the conference will be or- 
ganized on a permanent international 
basis, and that henceforth the great 
cotton industry of the world will assume 
a position markedly In advance of even 
the importance which in the past gave 
rise to the expression, “Cotton is King."’ 

Among those abroad to attend the con- 
ference is Mr. C. W. Macara, a mem- 
ber of the great firm of Henry Banner- 
man & Sons of Manchester, England. 
Mr. Macara its also prestdent of the In- 
ternational Federation of Cotton Spin- 
ners and Manvufacturers' Associations, 
an organization representing $0,000,000 
spindles throughout Europe, or three- 
Quarters of all the spindies in the world. 

At the close of the conference the 
train will push southward from Atlanta 
through Alabama and Mississipi into 
New Orleans, thence extending ite route 
to Houston and Galveston.

OKLAHUMA CITY, O. T., Sept. 28.— 
The “ear-clipping mysteries’’ have be- 
come so puzzling to the local police and 


county officials that the Federal author- 
ities have been enlisted to assist in fer- 
reting out the murderers. Jobn R. Ab- 
ernathy, the ‘“‘wolf-catching’’ Marshal, 
is now aiding thé Oklahoma City offi- 
cilals and the sheriffs of Kiowa, Grady 
and Oklahoma counties. 

So far facts are confined to the 
fiinding of three bodies, clipped of ears 
and mutilated.

To add 
te the complications, two of the bodies 
have been given conflicting identifica- 
tions. 

At first it was believed that a gang 
of wandering rebbers and thugs beat- 
ing their way about on freight trains 
were responsible for the killing, but the 
supposed kidnaping of the latest victim 
in an automobile from the main streets 
ef Oklahoma City has added a more 
puzzling phase to the mystery. 


Supposed Victim Writes. 


Creek, near Hobart. Not only were the 
ears missing, but t-e nose and part of 
a cheek had been, cut off. After sev- 
eral days the body was identified as 
that of J. W. Mazon, also known as 
M. W. Taylor, by art:.ur Kirby of 
Franklin, Tex., who said that Mason 
had picked cotton with him. Two Tyl- 
er brothers came from San Antonio, 
Tex., and identified the body as that 
of their missing brother. But this iden- 
tification was proved incorrect when the 
missing brother made his whereabouts 
known. 

On the supposition that the dead man 
was Tyler, the Kiowa Caunty authori- 
ties had arrested three Mask brothers, 
living near Hobart, in a dugout, with 
whom it was learned that Tyler had 
played poker. At the preliminary hear- 
ing the officers testified that they had 
found blood near the door of the Mask 
Ccugout, also a bloody buggy robe’ hear 
by. Other partially convincing evidence 
was brought out, but the Masks were 
acquitted and then came a letter from 
Tyler stating that he was alive and well. 
No further arrests were made in this 
case. 

Box Car Mystery. 

The second ‘“ear-clipping’” case came 
with the finding of a body in a boxcar 
near Chickasaw. Both ears had been 
removed close to the skull and five bul- 
let holes were in the chest. The body 
was found on top of a pile of railroad 
ties, loaded for shipment to Southwest- 
ern Oklehoma. Indications were that 
the..murder had been committed only a 
short time before. Blood, was polattred 
on the ceiling and sides 6 car. 

Again identifications were conflicting. 

The first naming of the body as that 
of J. H. Crawford, a laborer of Tuttle, 
I. T., lead to the arrest of his wife, 
with whom he had quareled and whom 
he had left to go to Des Moines. 

Then followed the arrest of O. RB. 
Hathaway, Lon and L. C. Keith, with 
whom Crawford had last been seen in 
Tuttle. It developed that Hathaway's 
wife had accompanied Crawford's wife 
to Chickasaw to secure a warrant for 
Crawford on the charge of abuse. The 
warrant was refused.

The body at this point was given new 
identification. This time, Mrs. S. W. 
Harrison Of Stonewall, I. T., said that 
the dead man was her brother, Ollie 
Little of Isabel, Kan. She sent photo- 
graphs to the Kansas home to strength- 
en the identification. But Mrs. Craw- 
ford is uwnehaken in her statements that 
the dead man is her husband. 

The finding of the body of Wilbur Gun- 
reth, near Oklahoma City, made the 
third “ear clipping’’ murder. Both ears 
bad been hacked off, and four bullet 
holes were in the body. Several teeth 
had been knocked out and the body was 
otherwise mutilated. Identification was 
made by papers found in the dead man’s 
clothing. 

With the latest case the officials be- 
lieved that an organized gang was at 
work, as the work of murderer or mur- 
derers in the three cases had been a)- 
most identical. , 

Vietim Visiting His Mother. 

Several arrests were made in the last 
case, but so far no tangible evidence 
had been produced. 

It is believed that Gunreth was kid- 
naped from the business portion of Okla- 
homia City in an automobile. A woman 
has been found who heard a man 
scream and immediately after dis-

In the big cabin his secretaries and 
clerks can conduct official business as 
if they were in the White House, a 
there is so little vibration in the boat's 
hull that writing is a matter of ease.

TOKIO, Sept. 28.—Secretary Taft ar- 
rived at Yokohama early this morning 
and his first day in Japan has contrib- 
uted much toward reassuring the Jap- 
anese about the feeling toward them in 
America. 

Thomas J. O’Brien, the new American 
Ambassadcr, who arrived with Mr. Taft, 
did not fail in doing his part in the cre- 
ation of better feeling. 

The Pochi Shimbun publishes this 
evening a half-tone picture of the Secre- 
tary landing at Yokohama, and in an 
interview in which Mr. Taft is quoted as 
sying: 

“America and Japan always wil! be 
friends. The necessity for arms in 
trade is something we do not not rec- 
ognize.

Packers Blame “The Jungle.” 

As a trust, it has flourished under 
government prosecution. The only 
severe blow dealt the combination was 
landed by the writer of the “Jungle.” 
This expose has caused the sales of can- 
ned products and sausage to drop off 
a million pounds annually. It compelled 
the congress to pass a stringent inspec- 
tion act and this legislation has redound- 
ed to the public benefit. 

The packers now assert that the re- 
fusal of the public at home and abroad 
to buy canned beef is largely responsi- 
ble for the prevailing high prices of 
fresh meats. The customers who form. 
erly ate canned beef, are now buying 
fresh meats and this increased demand 
they assert, has elevated the prices. 

The average wholesale price of dressed 
beef, lamb and mutton is 83 per cent 
higher than in May, 192, when the Gov- 
ernment began its attack on the meat 
combine. The price of livestock at the 
stockyards is about the same as in May, 
1902. The average wholesale prices of 
meats are 20 per cent higher than in 
March, 1906, when Judge Humphrey gave 
the packers their “immunity bath.” The 
retail price is up 90 per cent since that 
May day in 1902 and 20 per cent since 
the Government defeat in 1906, 

The householder all over the United 
States is paying the full advance. The 
poor wretch who is compelled to take 
his sustenance in restaurants and hotels 
is paying for choice steaks and chops 
almost 60 per cent more than when the 
Government began its disciplinary cam- 
paign.

Many witnesses hed sworn that Hale 
cruelly treated Miss Davis on the day 
of her death, It was shown that ‘he 
slapped her in the face and forced her 
to drink whisky, and that while he held 
her hands as they rode in a carriage 
to East Hill Cemetery, where she later 
was found dying from a bullet wound 
in the breast, he fired his pistol between 
her feet, as if to intimidate her. 

Hale's version of the tragedy was that 
the girl comunitted suicide.

CAOSSES THE ALPS 





|Communication From Battleship 


Pennsylvania Traverses Europe 
to Reach Caronia. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
vrean of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—Wireless 
communication by the battleship Penn- 
sylvania with the Manila station when 
1350 miles off the Philippine coast and 
with the Pacific coast when 1200 miles 
distance at sea has almost been equaled 
by the Kaiser Wilhelm II of the North 
German Lloyd. 

The Kaiser Wilhelm on a trip from 
New York to Bremen was in communl- 
cation with the steamship Caronia, then 
about 380 nautical miles from Gibraltar, 
and was distant about 1060 miles from 
the Kaiser Wilhelm. 

Three days later, when the Kaiser 
Wilhelm was in the North Sea, off 
Hoak's lightship, communication with 
the Caronia was re-established. The 
Caronia was then off the south point of 
the island of Corsica, about 1250 nautical 
miles from the Kaiser Wilhelm. 

The really remarkable feature of this 
is that the electric waves between them 
crossed the continent of Europe, _in- 
cluding the high barrier of Alps. This 
fact, together with the talking by the 
battleship Pennsylvania with the wire- 
less shatia at Savannah, Ga., while she 
was in the Pacific, apparently confounds 
the theory that high mountains are an 
impediment to communication by wire- 
less telegraphy.

‘little form has been fondled by many 
strange hands, but this little waif does 
not know it. She will never know the 
luxury of a mother’s love and caresses. 

With pfactically her first breath, this 
baby girl was taken from her mother’s 
arms, filled with whisky that burnt her 
tender little stomach, wrapped in a 
harsh gunny sack and deposited in a 
clump of weeds in a vacant lot near 
; Plymouth avenue and Suburban tracks. 
| No one knows hew long she lay there 
in the chill air, but it was 8 o’clock 
Friday evening when A. G. Stapp of 
1291 Delaware avenue was summoned by 
an employe of a neighboring factory 
and lead to the place where the little 
abandoned waif lay shivering. 


Family Cares For It. 
Touched by the pitiful sight, Stapp 


took the little form in his arms and 
bore it to his home, where his wife gave 
it the aid that lay within her power. 

There are two babies in the Stapp 
home and, feeling that a third would be 
too great a burden, the father set out 
to find shelter for the foundling. First 
he called up police headquarters and 
talked to Night Chief Gillaspy. He 
learned that the.police could do noth- 
ing for the baby because she had been 
found just outside the line that divides 
the city from the county. 

Next he tried a humane society, but 
was laughingly denied aid. After a 
county officer in Wellston had refused 
to ‘‘bother with a baby’’ recourse was 
had to a Clayton official. Clayton could 
not care for his charge because the 
County Court was not in session, so the 
baby could not be formally turned over 
to the county. 

In desperation he appealed to St. 
Ann’s Foundling Asylum. D. L. Kelly, 
the druggist at Plymouth and the Sub- 
urban tracks, telephoned for him, and 
it was understood at the home that the 
pharmacist had the baby. The home be- 
ing closed for the night, he was told to 
report the case to the police and bring 
the baby to the home the next morning. 

Young Pair Welcomed It. 

It was at this juncture that Mr. and 
; Mrs. W. G. Buckheldt, a young married 
couple living at 6127 Plymouth avenuc, 
stopped in the store on their way home 
from an entertainment. 

The druggist laughingly asked them 
if they wanted a baby. 

“Yes, indeed we do,” they answered, 
thinking it a joke. 

They were astounded to see Stapp 
hurry from the store, telling them to 
“wait a minute and he would bring 
them one.’’ 

When he returned with the tiny bun- 
die and laid it in Mrs. Buckheldt’s 
arms, the deserted baby opened her big 
brown eyes and looked into the wom- 
an’s. Mrs. Buckheidt’s heart, wherein 
no children dwelt, opened and receiv2d 
the waif. 

Amid the banter of those who had 
witnessed the transaction, the young 
couple bore the ba® home. The wite 
was anxious to adopt her, but the hus- 
band deemed it imprudent. After dis- 
cussing the matter and failing to ar- 
rive at a definite decision, the drug- 
gist and his wife, who is an intimate 
friend of Mrs. Buckheidt, were called 
in consultation. The result of the coun: 
_ clave was the decision that it was not 
wise to keep the baby. 


Gave It Up Unwillingly. 
“One should know more of the baby 


one adopts, and should do the thing 
legally,”” they decided. So this home 
was lost to the foundling, too. 

Early yesterday, the two women 
friends took the baby to St. Ann’s. 
Their hearts ached as they gave her 
into the arms of the sisters, but the 
masculine word was law, and was not 
to be shaken by feminine longings. 

At last this little outcast has found 
u shelter. Kind-hearted, soft-hearted sis- 
ters attend her. She is elothed and 
fed and sheltered from the cold world 
outside, that has been so crue] to her 
in her helplessness. She has been g.ven 
a name, too. She will bear the names 
of the two kind women who cared for 
her during hér first night on earth, 
and will be called Isabella Iva.

IOLA, Kan., Sept. 29.—Miss May Sipp, 
the bedutiful daughter of John N. Sipp, 
a wealthy man, who lives with his fam- 
ily in the little town of Moran, 10 miles 
east of here, was found dead with her 
throat cut, in the back yard of the fam- 
ily home last night. There appears to

Chatted at Table. 

At dinner last night the young woman 
chatted with her father and mother and 
appeared to be in the best of spirits 
Later the father went down to _ the 
Postoffice for the mail and the mother 
busied .herself about the: houses The 
daughter stepped out in the back yard. 
It Was about 7:50 o’clock. She had been 
gone scarcely two minutes, when her 
mother heard a scream of ‘Mother! 
Mother?’ 

The mother rushed into the yard and 
found her daughter lying in a pool.of 
blood, apparently dead when the moth- 
er reached her side. 

Later in the night about 10 feet from 
where the bedy lay was found a razor. 
There was no blood ‘upon the handle or 
blade. This puzzled the Coroner, who 
had arrived from Iola, and the theorists 
began to speculate upon the possibility 
of the murderer having had two ra- 
zors. 


Murder Theory Strengthened. 

The Coroner says if the cuts had been 
small ones they would not necessarily 
have left blood upon .the blade, but 
where the entire throat was cut, sever- 
ing all the veins stains would remain 
upon the blade or the handle. The mur- 
der theory is given its greatest weight 
from the fact that the clothes of the 
young woman were torn and she had 
been cut upon the hands, as if a strug- 
gle had ensued. 

The Coroner did not arrive from Iola 
until 10 o’clock last night. The body 
lay in the yard in the meantime, guard- 
ed by friends of the family. With the 
Coroner came the County Attorney. 
Bloodhounds were at once ordered and 
reached here at 4 o’clock this morning. 


But there had been many persons about 
the yard. When the dogs were released 
they followed a trail into the house.

Miss May was the only child who was 
living at home. She had two Tiiarried 
sisters, but no brothers. The family 
lived in a large frame house of 12 
reoms, the first house in the town: Mr. 
Sipp meved to Moran from his farm, 
three miles from here, about two years 
ago. He has much property in this 
county.

Alton Sailors Fear President’s 
Big Splash Will Be Like 
Tidal Wave. 








A SCIENTIFIC REASON 





Channel in Harbor Is Narrow 
and Even One Boat Stirs 
Big Swell. 





The agitation for ‘14 feet through the 
Valley” and its accompaniment of a 
procession of large and small craft past 
Alton, next Wednesday, has presented a 
serious problem to the prescient owners 
of boats in Mayor Beall’s town. 

This fleet of probably one hundred ves- 
sels gathered together to greet Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is expected so to trouble 
and vex the waters in Alton’s harbor 
that various plans are already making 
to save the docks, skiffs, scows and 
other bottoms from engulfment. 

Conditions peculiar to Alton constitute 
the worry which has entered the minds 
of boatowners. Dykes jut into the river 
both above and below the city. These 
works confine the river to a channel 
not more than one hundred and fifty 
yards wide. In passing Alton all craft 
of any considerable draft hug the IIlli- 
nois bank. 

Waves Big at Alton. 


The churning of paddles always sends 
rolling Altonward waves of a size and 
destructive force with which other har- 
bors along the Mississippi have no ac- 
acquaintance. 

Lining the levee there are, besides the 
bigger wharves, a lot of scows and 
hulks which fish dealers and boat rent- 
ers occupy. Between these scows and 
the levee is a stretch of quiet waters, 
in which many motor boats, skiffs and 
launches.are moored. 

When the owners of these boats descry 
a packet In the offing they rush to the 
levee, seize pike poles and prepare to 
prevent their craft from being crushed 
between the scows and the shore. Press- 
ing the poles against the scows to hold 
them off, the owners stand at their 
posts until the waves have subsided. 

That is a difficult task under ordinary 
conditions, but will be impossible of per- 
formance, they believe, when the ‘“‘seas’’ 
caused by 100 boats rush shoreward in.a 
carnival of destruction 

Capt. Eugene Webb and Capt. Ww. D. 
Fluent, who hire boats and keep offices 
on the floating docks, announce that 
they are going to take no chances when 
the procession of boats passes Alton 
Wednesday. 

To Haul Boats Ashore. 

They will haul their boats high and 
dry. Others who have respect for the 
wisdom and experience of Capt. Webb 
and Capt. Fluent will do likewise. 

At Benbow City, where John D. 
Rockefeller has refineries, the boatmen 
of Alton might obtain large quantities 
of Standard Oil with which to smooth 
the seething waters, but they have lit- 
tle faith in the efficacy of this plan. 
They fear that, in the presence of Mr. 
Roosevelt, Standard Oil might have 
stage fright and fail them at a critical 
moment. 

What will happen to the large wharves 
and the fish scows no one can foretell 
They cannot be dragged from reach of 
the waves and will have to stand the 
prunt of the heavy seas. 

But the danger is net only to those 
boats which are at their moorings. Small 
craft that attempt to join the proces- 
sion are warned by Harbor Master 
George Crowson to keep close enough 
to shore to permit their occupants to 
swim or walk to safety should a “roll- 
er” capsize them as President Roose- 
velt and his retinue of steamships sail 
past Alton, 


Power Boats to Join Parade. 

The parade of river craft will be the 
largest in the number and size of the 
boats taking part ever seen at Alton. 

The President’s fleet will be joined 
at Alton by fully 70 power boats. Fif- 
teen of these are large cabin boats, and 
the rest are smaller craft, varying from 
thirty feet In length toe twelve feet. 

Some of the larger boats which will 
take part are the Wigwam, owned by H. 
L.. Winter; the Iiiola, owned by Charles 
Oehler; M. H. Boals’ big boat, the Ar- 
row; H. L. Black’s Cazzie; Joseph Mel- 
ling’s Hiawatha, liugene Webb’s Tran- 
sit, the Sparks boats, Come On, Sparks 
and Kitty I and Kitty II; the Flab, be- 
longing to Edward Yager; the Phi Al- 
pha, belonging to Joseph Stephens; Wil- 
liam Fluent’s Rosalie and Cash, Benja- 
min Harris’ Illinois and J. B. Maxfield’s 
Roysi. 

Every fisherman who has an engine 
in his punt will trafl along in the rear 
of the procession. 


To Advertine “Sterk Mayor.” 

Arrangements have been made by 
Mayor Beall te have the whistle of his 
shovel plant sound when the President's 
beat leaves Grafton, 18 miles above the 
city.

When they learn that a citizen noted 
for his rich, red and abundant blood is 
coming it is likely they will all be eut.

In the olden, golden days of travel on 
the Mississippi the floating palaces. had 
rows of staterooms down the sides of 
the gorgeous cabins. When a man 
traveled in one of these he was said to 
be traveling in state, and for that rea- 
son the rooms were sometimes given the 
names of the various states instead of 
being designated by a mere number. 
Hence a man from Kentucky, for in- 
stance, could want the room named af- 
ter his own commonwealth. 

Well, Texas was outside of the Union, 
and when it became necessary to add 
a new deck in which the officers might 
have their quarters close to the pilot 
house, it was considered a neat compll- 
ment to name it after the big Southern 
territory, and there you are. Simple, 
isn’t it? Anyhow that’s what an old 
pilot says. 

Above the Texas, 60 feet or more above 
water, is the pilot house, and if any fe!l- 
law, from a mollycoddle up, could resist 
riding in the pilot house if permitted to 
do so, his blood is not red, that’s all. 


The Pilot House is Splendid. 

The pilot house is certainly a swell 
place.

The Pilot House Is High. 

Then comes the crowning glory—the 
pilot house, from which you can see the

Much. Ingenuity Shown in Devising Schemes 


to Swindle the Credulous, Says Post- 
office Inspector Fulton. 





Old Anton van Sons played an unusual 
role when he fooled Marian Grey’s mat- 
rimonial agency, according to Chief 
Postoffice Inspector Fulton. 

“Most old men and many young men 
are deceived by matrimonial agencies 
they do business with, and in most cases 
the deception involves financial loss,”’ 
Mr. Fulton said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday. 

“Various tricks are resorted to by the 
promoters of these matrimonial bureaus 
to decelve the credulous correspondent. 
| They are designed and carried out both 
by men and women. 

“IT have in mind one case in Ohio 
where @ young woman represented her- 
self as anxious to marry. She had a 
number of photographs of a very beau- 
tiful woman. To every correspondent 
she would send one of these photo- 
graphs. He would in most cases be- 
come enamored of the photograph. She 
wrote exquisite love letters and the re- 
sult usually was that they became be- 
trothed and the man sent her money. 
So far all was well and she continued 
to write the exquisite love letters until 
he suggested that he would go to see 
her. 

Woman in Case a Cripple. 

“As a matter of fact, this woman was 
severely crippled. When she felt that 
she had secured enough money from her 
correspondent and that she could not 
obtain more without permitting him to 
can on her and thus discover her lame- 
ness, she would write and tell him she 
had met with a very severe accident 
which would probably make her a crip- 
ple for life and, of course, she would 
therefore not try to hold him to his 
promise to marry her. 

“Another scheme was effectively 
worked by a woman whom we convicted 
in St. Louis. This was to engage an ac- 
complice in Jersey City or Brooklyn to 
mail all her letters. She would find a 
correspondent in Kansas or Iowa or 
some other place in the West while-she 
lived in St. Louis. She would write 
bim leving letters and promise to mar- 
ry him if he would send her enough 
money to travel to where he lived from 
Jersey City er Brooklyn.

when she got the money, she would be 
in St. Louis and, if she really cared to 
make the trip to the town of the gul- 
lible suitor, she could still do so at 4a 
comfortable profit.

Frank M. Cecil Identifies Ervin 
Calvert as Leader of Car

Ervin Calvert, aged 18, arrested at 
Sixth and Walnut streets last night, 
has been positively identified as the 
leader of the band of box-car robbers

& Nashville secret service men at Ran- 
kin, Ill., near East St. Louis, Wednes- 
day night.

Traced by His Revolver.

Yesterday City Detectives Murphy and 
Scarry learned that a revolver answer- 
ing the description given by Cecil and 
Meehan had been sold to a pawn bro- 
ker at Sixth and Walnut. They laid in 
wait for the seller and caught Calvert, 
who also goes by the name of Campbell. 


Cecil was notified at once and went i Ta 


to the Four Courts to look at the pris- 
oner.

Calvert says he “‘hoboed” to this city 
from Memphis recently, admitting that 
he was arrested. on the way for va- 
grancy, but declaring that he never 
has been In any other trouble. He savs 
he has been working as a dishwasher 
in a Washington avenue restaurant and 
sleeping at the Frisco Hotel, at Sixth 
and Walnut. He denies tnat he ever 
was at East St. Louis or Rankin, [ll., 
and says he can prove an alibi in the 
Cecil-Meehan case.

Calvert also will be held for invest- 
igation into the robbery of two gro- 
cers in St. Louis last week.

A person very familiar with the the- 
atrical business in St. Louis estimates 
the average attendance to be at least 
1000, or a total average weekly attend- 
ance fer the 46 matinees of 46,000 people. 
Each one of these 46,000 pays an aver- 
age admission fee of 50 cents, making 
a total weekly outlay for matinee tick- 
ets ef something like $23,000, to be di- 
vided among the nine theaters. 

The authority who compiled these fiz- 
ures declares them to be very conserva- 
tive and asserts that the attendance and 
the outlay for tickets probably exceeds 
the estimates he has made. 

But the cost of admission is not the 
only expenditure of the matinee-goers -- 
not by any means. The matinee habit 
has all sorts of little frills that add to 
the spendings of those who have the 
habit. In the first place, there is the 
item of carfare, not an insignificant 
thing itself. 

The 46,000 persons who attend the St. 
Louis matinees every week all pay cut 
at least 10 cents in farcare. This makes 
a total weekly expenditure under that 
head of $4600. When this amount is add- 
ed to the sum spent for admission te the 
theater the total is $27,600. 

Then there is the big item of soda 
water, which must not be lost sight of 
in computing the expenditures of the 
matinee-goers, for as a class they are 
soda water consumers par excellence 
Nobody in the world loves a sundae, an 
ice cream soda. or a cup of cold punch 
with a maraschino cherry snuggling in 
the ice like the matinee girl. 

Within ten minutes after the perform- 
ance closes the candy and soda counters 
are surging with laughing, glib-tongued 
girls, raving over the g00d-looking 
“idol” they have just seen, while they 
stow away quantities of ice cream and 
soda fountain concoctions. 

Suppose one-half of those attending 
the matinees, and that is putting the 
figure as low as can be—@lso visit the 
soda feuntain. They will make a total

capita en soda water by the matinee- 
goers is 10 cents. 

Figuring that way, one finds the ag- 
gregate amount of money spent in this 
way as a direct result of the matinee 
habit te be about $2300, which, added 
te the previous tota! for admisdion and 
carfare—$2/,00—makes a grand total ef 
$29,900. 

But there is more tei. There are still 
ether frills ef the matinee habit which 
cost money. For instance, thcre ts the 
item ef candy and bonbens. Most giris 
like te nibble sweetmeats during the per- 
formance. It is a taste that somehow 
belongs te the feminine nature and is 
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just as natural as wearing lace collars 
and using face powder. True, candy and 
bonbon nibbling at the matinee is net 
as universal as it was ence, but the 
habit still prevails te a considerable ex- 
tent among the matinee-gocers. Say one- 
third of all who go during the week 
spend an average of 3% cents in this way, 
Now, let us see what that meang, 
Calling 730 one-third of the total at- 
tendance—it really is slightly lees than 
one-third—and multiplying that by @& 
cents, we have a total of $187. fe 
Now, let this $1875 be added to the te- 
tal of all other expenses heretefore com- 
puted—that ts $29.900—and we have $31.-

Me main- 
tains a big office and a large force of 
stenographers and secretaries who have 
nothing else to do except help him give 
away his money, hundreds of. thousands 
of dollars every year. His work and his 
employes’ work is to see that the do- 
nations fall into the hands of those that 
Geserve assistance. 


Differs From the Others. 


Dees the name of Andrew Carnegie 
_e@fise in your mind as that of this man 
who wishes to die poor? Mr. Carnegie 
has given away millions and has ex- 
pressed a desire to die poor. But this 
twentieth century paradex is not Mr. 
Carnegie. The great iron master has 
ether objects in life than that ef giving 
away his milliona 

Does the neme of Mrs. Russell Sage 
secur to you? She, to be sure, is giving 
-@way millions, but meantime she has 
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those millions #0 hedged about that they 
are earning more. 

The strangest of all philanthropists 
has not made a @ollar since he was 70 
years old. -He accumulated his vast 
wealth before that age and since then 
has been giving it away. He has not 
even seen fit to place it in the hands of 
others so that it would earn more 
money for himself. If it has accumu- 
lated earnings those who had the use 
of it have received what i earned. What 
may seem 6 than anything elee, 
is the fact that in all the 18 years he 
has been striving with might and main 
to give away his money he has kept 
such perfect control of his millions that 
he could convert his entire immense 
fortune into cash within 146 minutes at 
any instant he chose to give the word 
to do so. 


Is a Thoroughbred American. 


The name of this record-breaking 
benefactor is Dr. D. K. Pearsons. He 
is a thoroughbred, patriotic American. 
He looks like William EB. Gladstone, he 
taiks like Abraham Lincoln talked. At 
& years of age he is hale and vigorous, 
@ fact that telle ite own story of his 
manner of passing the years of his 
prime. He has @ somewhat stern coun- 
tenance, but his bearing is as gentile as 
& child’s, and his conscience is clear. 
When he offers a gift, the most fastidl- 
ous cannot conjure up the idea of 
“tainted” money. His home is in Hins- 
dale, Ill, where he enjoys tha ‘simple 
life’ in a cozy, comfortable cottage. 
Ais office, whence he strews his bene- 
factions throughout America and even 
across the sea to Asia with prodigal 
hand, ts at 1% Adams street, Chicago, 
the Western metropolis of which Hins- 
Gale is u suburb. 

“The lights of liberty, religion and 
educaticn are kindred fires, kindled at 
the same celestial altar,” says Dr. 
Pearsoun. “Together they were born 
and together they must expire.” 

That sentiment forms the guiding prin- 
ciple for the philanthropist in dispene- 
ing his millions among the needy, He 
has sought mainly to uplift humanity 
through the school and the churches, 
but ne has given away thousands to 
individuals, The college world and the 


church werld know of his donations to 
education and religion. But no world 
hag ever iieard of the gifts he has 
made to persons whom he has sougnt 
out and found to be worthy of assisi- 
ance, 

“The greatest joy I ever got out of 
giving away money," said the vener- 
abie doctor, as he sat on the verands 
of his Hinsdale cottace a few days ago,

t war the Green Mountain State of 
Vermont that gave this rugged, deter- 
mined, succeesful personality to the na- 
tion. Deniel Kimball Pearsons wus 
born April i4, 1819, at Bradford, Vt. He 
struggled hard to get an education and 
uftor herote efforts to work his way 
through echool graduated from a colleve 
at Woodatock, Va., receiving the degree 
of M. BD. He began life as a practic- 
ing physician in Chicopee, Mass., but in 
186 moved West. 


Got Richer and Richer. 


“I forded the Rock River in Wiscon- 
sin with my wife in 1851 in a lumber 
wagon,’ said Dr. Pearsons, when asked 
to tell how he got rich and why he 
later decided to give away al) his money. 
“When we were in the midst of the 
stream, bound for Lllinois, I determined 
to get rich. I began slowly, but kep' 
wetting richer and richer. I had $2,000,000 
before my asrociates in business knew 
or guessed I had $100,000. I have never 
told anybody how much I accumulated: 
I probably never will tell. When I was 
7% years old I quit making money and 
began giving away what I had. I neve: 
told anybody how much T have given 
away; that is a private affair. 

The last remarl. is the keynote to the 
man’s character. He is devoting his life 
and his wealth to doing good, but strives 
to avoid ostentation, adhering to the 
precept, “Let not thy right hand know 
what thy left hand dveth.” 

Crossing the Rock River in 1851, Dr. 
Pearsons settled on a farm in Ogle 
County, Til., and began to till the soil. 
He wae a farmer for nine years, and 
made farming pay. In 1860 he moved 
into Chicago and entered the rea) estate 
business. Chicago was then a country 
town, but Dr. Pearsons saw its possibil- 
ities. He Gealt in real estate and in- 
vested in ft. He joined in the growing 
eommercial enterprises of the town and 
when it became a city large enough to 
need street cars he helped establish 
and maintain the street car system. 


Growing Chicago the Opportunity. 


All this time his motto was “I am 
going to get rich, and to get rich legit- 
imately.” The days of Standard Oil 
methods ard of rebating had not yet 
dawned. On the contrary, growing 
young Chicago afforded him opportunity 
to double and treble his income in the 
honest channels of industry and trade. 
Bv 1887 he was a millionaire many times 
over, nobody Knows how many. He was 
@ director in the Chicago City Railway 
and in numerous other big corporations. 
But at the height of his prosperity, ®' 
the very pinnacle of his success, he re- 
tired from business to lead the simple 
life in his Hilledale cottage. 

After his retirement the question arose 














in his mind what should he do with his 
money. He resolved that he would use 
it to help those who were less fortu- 
nate. By the time he was 70 years 
old his plan was thoroughly mapped 
cut. Inexplicable as it may seem, he 
found it harder work to give away 
his money than he did te accumulate 
it. 
His Grentest Sorrow. 


“Tt is the hardest job in the world to 
give away money,” said the venerable 
philanthropist, after telling sow he made 
his fortune. “It is a far more difficult 
thing than making money. Besides 
that, there is added responsibility. When 
1 was making money I was my own 
boss, my own master. Now, I am re- 
eponsible for the just distribution of 
the great weaith to the Providence un- 
der which it came to me. 1 am a very 
old man. I must meke no mistakes.” 

Dr. Pearsons’ bright eyes twinkled 
as he siid this, and he wrung his some- 
what withered hands. It was apparent 
his mind was running back to some- 
thing that gave him a keen sensation. 
Finally he spoke agsin. 

“The greatest sorrow I recall,’ he 
said, “was when I advanced quite a 
large amount of money to put a bril- 
liant young man through college. He 
promised to pay me back; in fact, gave 
ye his note. But I found that he 
never intended to repay me, 

“It doesn’t pay to help young men 

through college that way. I have tried 
it dozens of times. I help them through 
college with my money, but they do 
not pay me back; they do not try to 
pay. 
“It is little to me, but it fa bad for 
them. To grease the way for them is a‘ 
celamity; it destroys the initiative. The 
boy or girl who is determined to get 
through college cannot be restrained by 
any difficulty. Such people will work 
thelr Way through untold hardships.” 

Having studied human nature closely 
and having gained a few experiences 
showing that giving money to college 
students was wasteful, if not, as he 
says, @ “calamity,” Dr. Pearsons deter- 
rnined that the way to help young men 
and women best was to provide the 
colleges for them to attend. 


Never Founded a College. 

“I never founded a college tn my life,” 
said Dr. Pearsons, ‘“‘but I have endowed 
and aided many. When I began this 
enterprise of giving away money I 
made up my mind that I would have 
but one string to my bow. I said to 
myself that the churches and the socle- 
ties should take care of their own. For 
my part, I would save souls by devel- 
oping brains. This was my text: 


“The lights of liberty, religion and 
education are kindred fires, kindled at 
the same celestial altar. Together they 
were born and together they must ex- 
pire. The sacrilegious hand that would 
extinguish the one must quench the 
other. Our fathers caught those biend- 
ed lights from the skies. Long may 
At be our lot to walk in thelr shining 
path until the night jof time shall settle 
on the world and ai of liberty, 
religion and educat are lost in the 
blaze of eternity.” 

Despite the fact that Dr. Pearsons said 
that he decided to let the churches and 
societies “take care of their own.” he

“I might s-™ it up this way: Work 
hard. Live cleanly. Be a man what- 
ever happens. Marry the right woman, 
then trust her implicitly. I never told 
anybody except my wife how much 
money I made. I never told anybody 
but her how much I gave away. My 
wife made as much of the money I am 
distributing as I did. Her advice Was 
infallible. Her death a year ago Was 
the greatest blow I ever experienced. 

“Follow one track, and one only. Do 
not be switched off. Concentrate your 
mind on the one thing you have put 
your mind to. Have no confidants ex- 
cept your wife. If you are alone, play 
a lone hand. 

“Do not be turned aside by obstacles. 
Concentration and determinzetion win. If 
you scatter your inteersts you are in 
deep water. Keep on the main track 
and success is certain.

FACTS 
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Dr. Pearsons’ idea has been to bring 
the school of higher education as near 
the people as possible. Hence, he has 
aided the smaller institutions of higher 
learning scattered all over ihe country 
rather than attempting to establish or 
build up one gigantic university In @ny 
one place. as Mr. Rocke’e'ler has done 
in Chicago and as Mr. Carnegie ts doing 
in Washington and Pittsburg. He wants 
to develop brains, but it is the brains 
of the masses he would reach. It is the 
education of the masses that makes for 
higher citizenship, for purer politics, for 
greater national progress, for a nobler 
humanity, for a happ'er people, he says, 
and those are the objects he aims at in 
giving away his millions. 


Corruption Will Vanish. 


Patriotism is a sentiment Dr. Pearsons 
believes should be fostered to the ut- 
most in the United States. With pa- 
triotism developed everywhere to its 
original state in America and with the 
education of the masses, such thorns in 
the side of the nation as corruption of 
the ballot, bribing of legis:ators oF 
municipal officials, socialism, anarch- 
ism, dishonesty in trade and commerce 
and kindred evils wil] pass away; t%x- 
dodging, too, will vanish, he believes, 
and the burden of labor and the rewards 
of industry will be more equably dis- 
tributed. 


Dr. Pearsons does not believe that any 
man, whether he be rich or poor, should 
be compelled to carry an unjust bur- 
den. This was forcibly impressed on 
the officials of Chicago recently when he 
appeared before the Board of Review to 
protest against an assessment levied on 
his office furniture by the Board of 
Assessors. Under the assessment the 
tax would be only $. But Dr. Pearsons’ 
office furniture is of the plainest kind, 
and, compared with that of his neigh- 
bors, is utterly valueless. He found 
that his neighbors, or at least some 
of them having splendidly furnished 
suites, were not assessed at all. He felt 
that he was unjustly assessed, especially 
in view of the fact that his property 
brought him no income, whereas that 
of his neighbors was a potent aid in 
amassing dividends.

“Pseudo-Rabies,” After Brooding. Over 
the Death of a Nephew Bitten by a 


Mad Dog 
Leslie Schulte 


Had Kissed the 


Stricken Boy and Imagined That He 
too, Would Die—His Terrible Experi- 
ence at the Hospital 

He Is Now Well—What° Medical 


Authorities Say 


MAN ifn &t. Louis imagined recent- 
Ay that he had hydrophobia. He 
thought he was mad and that he 

was going to die. 7 

There was not a thing the matter 
with him. But so strongly did his 
imagination work upon hs nerves 
that he went through all the symptoms 
of a man that had been bitten by a 
mad dog. He got down upon his hands 
and knees and barked and snarled like 
a mad dog. When water was offered 
him he went into convulsions. He 
frothed at the mouth. He snapped at 
his relatives who came near him. He 
screamed and threw himself around so 
violently that he had to be fastened to 
a cot with five broad and strong leather 
straps. He snapped so viciously at his 
attendants at the City Hospital that 
they were afrali e might b:te them, 
and they fed him with a spoon that 
hac @ handle two feet long. 

If left to himself this man would have 
died, of fright alone. As‘ it was the 
doctors at the City Hospital gave him 
not a drop of medicine, but something 
to put him to sleep. Then they talked 
t. him soothingly. but positively, telling 
him that he was recovering from the 
hydrophobia. 

As hia ailment was purely imaginary 
it was only necessary, in producing 4 
cure, to implant in his mind the idea 
that he was getting well. 

When this was done he recovered at 
once. He is as well today as ever he 
was. 

The Strange Force of Fear. 

A strange thing about his case is that 
he does not remember a thing of what 
happened from the time he awakened 
from a dream thinking he was mad 
with rabies, until that time two days 
later when consciousness came back to 
him in the City Hospital. The events 
of those two dreadful days he has 

mrned from his relatives and from his 

. veetheart. 
‘This man, so strangely stricken by 
force of fear working upon the mind. 
’ was Leslie Schulte of 2118 Adams street. 
He is 2% years old. 

May 2 his little nephew, Roy Schulte, 
was playing In front of his home when 
a mad dog, with head down and boiling 
tongue flecked with foam came zigzag- 
ging down the street. He leaped at tl.e 
boy and sunk his venomous fangs iniv 
the fleshy part of his cheek. The 
wound healed without any sign or 


symptom of rabies, as it always do-=s 
in such cases, and his mother and re:- 
ative, ‘knowing little of such things. 
theught he was beyond danger. The poil- 
son of rabies or hydrophobia generaliy 
develops in the body within 30 days 
after the inoculation of the virus. an¢ 
it was so in this case. June 1 the bo) 
went mad, suffering the indescribabte 
tortures of this dreaded disease, an:' 
June 3 he died in agony. 

While the boy was sick his uncle, Lés- 
He Schulte, nursed him. He loved tte 
boy, and, although he knew the danger 
that beset him, he held the child ir 
his arms for heurs at a time before 
he died. 

Haunted by Child’s Agonies. 

The ag@hies and tortures of that 
child’s death haunted Leslie Schulte. In 
his waking hours he saw him in imag- 
ination. In his sleep he dreamed of it. 
He brooded over the thing until it got 
upon his nerves. He gradually became 
morose, moody and cross. His appe- 
tite left him. He did not sleep well at 
night. He talked aJmost incessartly ol 
hydrophobia and of the danger of 
catching it. His folks noticed the great 
change in him and became alarmea. 
They tried to ta'k him out of it. They 
told him there was no possible way by 
which he could have been inoculated 
with the virus. He had not been bit- 
ten. There was no abrasion of the skin 
by which the poisonous foam from his 
m-phew’s lips might have gone into the 
blood. 

But his brooding mind invented ways 
by which the virus might have got inte 
his biood. He had kissed the boy upon 
the cheek and he imagined a flake of 
the froth from the boy’s mouth might 
have touched the mncous membrane of 


Ais own. He sat moodily for hours med- 


itating upon the horrors of rabies und 
wondering if it would come to him. 

The evening of Sept. 2 he lay cown 
upon his bed to sleep. His sister and 
his sweetheart were in an adjoining 
room. Suddenly they heard a screan: of 
affright, Wke the screech of one who 
has come face to face with something 
tnutterably herrible. T-iey ran into the 
room. Schulte shrieked, his voice com- 
ing from between his teeth, tightly 
clenched. He snapp.4 at tiem, barking 
xe a dog. 

Doctors say that men sometimes die 
iu their sleep from affright at son.e hor- 
tor pictured in a dream. They say that 
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a man’s dream of falling from a great 
height, as trom a balloun, or his dream 
of drowning, or of bleeding to deatli, or 
of being crushed, or of suffocatirg ma) 
be so real in effect that he actually dies 
from the fancied cause. 

It is the theory of some eminent doc- 
tors that cases of death during sleep, of 
which the Gause is given as heart dis- 
case, are really caused Ly vivid dreams. 

The doctors at the City Hospital be- 
lieve that the climaz of Schuite’s fan- 
cied disorder came to him im a dream 
while he 
and he: awoke unconsciots, with his 
injind working upon the theory that he 
had hydropnobia. Ha had seen his little 
nephew in the throes of that dreaded 
ailraent. He had followed in him the 
courro of the fata] disease. And uncon- 
sciovsly his mind followed the same 
reries of syn toms. passirg from on 
stage of the disease to another. exact- 
ly as if he was seized with it in real'ty. 

A physician was sent for and when 
he came, without making a searching 
examination, he deciared it to be a 
case of hydrophobia. 

That was a natura! mistake for any 
doctor to make under the _ circum- 
stances. At that tirne Schulte’s strug- 
gies were so violent it took five men 
to hold hii upon the bed and to xeep 
him from biting himse!f and them. 

Strapped Him to a Bard. 

When the ambulance came from the 
City Hospital Schulte was strapped to 
a board and placed in it. There were 
five straps between his neck and feet, 
so he could not move a muscle. Ar- 
rived at the City Hospital, the physi- 
cians inquired into his case, made a 
careful examination and found that it 
was one of those very rare cases known 
to medical science as ‘“‘pseudo-rabies.”’ 
It was the first case ever known to 
the medical fraternity in St. Louis, and 
iis developments were watched closely 
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lay upon the bed that night, 
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for that reason. The-first thing done 
was to put the man to sleep.by means 
of ether, followed by injectidns of mor- 
phine. He was allowed to awaken nat- 
urally, and for a few minutes he was 
rational. In those few minutes the 
doctors talked with him and among 
themselves in his presence, declaring 
positively that he was recovering nicely 
from the hydrophobia, and that in a 
very short time he would be as well 
as ever. When he began to rave again 
and to bark and snarl, they put hin 
asleep, and when he awakened the 
same positive statements as to his con- 
dition were made in his hearing, the 
object being to make the mental sug- 
gestion that he was getting well become 
stronger than the mental impression 
that he was sick, and have the one 
idea supersede the other. 


His Mind Calmed Gradually. 


Gradually the man’s mind became im- 
pressed and he calmed down. At the 
end of two days he was wholly con- 
scious, but yet very nervous, excited 
and frightened. The doctors kept on 
reassuring him that he had ful-y re- 
covered, and th .* all danger of a recur- 
rence of the disease was past. Grad- 
ually he came to believe it. He was 
told that a person once stricken with 
hydrophobia could never have it again, 
and he was assured, and finally 
vinced, that all danger for him 
over.

Verv few cases of this kind are sited 
in the medical authorities, but enough 
are given to establish positivelv che 
1cssibility of this strange disurder aris- 
ing from fright.

OHN HURLEY is 33 years old. He is a vigarmaker. He belongs to the 
q “down-and-out” class, though there was a time in his life when he pros- 

pered. Several years ago he made an excellent living by means of his trade 
at Maysville, Ky. 

But one misfortune after another overtook him, and after he left Mays- 
He wandered about the 


August he drifted from Hot Springs, Ark., to St. Louis. 

The cause of his poverty may have been his own incompetence and weak- 
ness or may have been brought about by unavoidable reverses. Be that as it 
may, he was in a desperate fix when he landed in this city. 

What little money he had soon was exhausted and he faced a strange 
town penniless and hungry. His time was spent in tramping the streets in 
search of work at his trade. His search was fruitless, however, and he ob- 
tained no employment.

He rushed away 
with the basket on his arm. At-last he was to eat! 

But two policemen had seen him. They pounced upon him and placed 
him under arrest. They had seen him commit the theft. He was arrested 
and locked up—but what did that matter? The turnkeys gave him food. It 
was coarse food, but no epicure at a banquet ever dined so luxuriously as that 
famished man. He was pallid and thin. His hands trembled. His eyes 
gleamed with a strange light, not pleasant to see. 

He ate with savage relish and when, at last, he was satisfied and the bloo: 
in his veins began to feel warm again he told his story, and the policemen, ac 
customed to all sorts of sorrowful stories, believed him and were sympathetic. 
They would have liked to have freed him—to have “given him a chance.” 

But the Manual prescribes certain rules of conduct, a suspension of ,which 
is not in the discretion of the police officer. So the starving man’s captors 
felt compelled to report the case to the Prosecuting Attorney and that officie| 
issued « warrant charging John Hurley with petty larceny of a basket of 
buns. 

His case was set for trial and on Sept. 4 he was arraigned before Judge 
Wilson A. Taylor in the Court of Criminal Correction. Hurley admitted steal- 
ing the buns, for what was the good of denying it? 

“Were you hungry?” asked the Judge. 

“I was starving, your honor,” replied the prisoner. 

Then the Judge said he would impose only .a light punishment, and ac 
cordingly sent the prisoner, not to the Workhouse, where he would have had 
to toil wearily, but to the City Jail, where he would merely be deprived of 
his liberty and have to stay in‘an iron-barred cell. He was to remain there 
10 days. 

Hurley was led away, lodged in Jail and for the specified time remained 
a prisoner, after which he was released and went away to resume once more 
his struggle with the world that had come 50 near terminating in his own 
starvation. : 


EVIDENCE AGAINST THE DOCTOR

R. JOHN 8S. DAVIES is an educated man, a practicing physician, and 
also able to earn a good living a8 4 professional musician. His 
was at 3505 Lawton avenue, where he lived last December with his wife. 

One naturally would expect such a man, married, proficient in science and 
art, to be refined and respectable, lawabiding and clean in his private and pro- 
feasional life. 

Myrtle Smith was 18 years old, bright, pretty, of a sunny temperament, 
and much beloved by her mother and grandmother, as well as a large number 
of friends. She lived with her mother at 2824 Stoddard street and was em- 
ploed as bookkeeper by a credit comp@ny with offices downtown. 

Her mother, Mrs. Mollie Smith, is @ widow and was employed at a dental 
office. The girl’s grandmother kept house for the little familv. 

Like Dr. Davies, Mabel Smith had 4 great aeal to live for, being young 
and charming, and her life meant much to the two older women, who were 80 
devoted to her. 

For several years Harry L. Carter, ® traveling salesman for a wholesale 
shoe house. who lives at 5950 Horton place, showed the young girl marked at- 
tention whenever he was in the «ity. They were looked upon as sweethearts

an operation had been performed on the girl and that peritonitis had resulted

Then, according to evidence that came out later, Harry Carter and the 
dying girl made a confession to the grandmother and she gave to the visiting 
phvsician one of Carter’s cards on which had been written the name of Dr. 
John S. Davies. | 

About 1 o’clock in the morning the end came. Myrtle Smith died and 
Harry Carter sat at her bedside. holding her white hand as it grew colder 
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and colder, and finally seemed to turn to ice as her eyes closed in death. Then } 


he went away and the Coroner was notified. 7 

When the Coroner summoned his jury to inquire into the cause of this 
fair child’s death it was ascertained that Harry Carter had gone to Chicago 
and Dr. Davies to Iola, Kan., where he was with his sick mother. So the in- 
quest was postponed until the presence of these two witnesses could be pro- 
cured, és 

A St. Louis detective brought Carter back from Chicago and Dr. Davies 
returved from the West when he learned he was wanted. He admitted “treat- 
ing” Miss Smith, but denied performing an operation on her. But the Cor- 
oner’s jury ordered him held and he was formally charged with manslaughter. 

About the middle of April Dr. Davies was arraigned for trial, Harry Car- 
ter turning State’s evidence and recounting on the witness stand a story 
that made men’s eyes grow dim and caused the few women present in the 
courtroom to bow their heads and sob. The light-haired youth with the 
receding chin, who told this pitiful tale, seemed least affected. 

The witness gave his age as 21 and said he had known the dead girl 
since the spring of 1903, during which time he had visited her on an aver- 
age of twice a week when in St. Louis. Then he told of engaging the services of 
Dr. Davies to perform the operation. The subject was first mentioned at the 
Jai Alai Building, he said, where the physician played in an orchestra early 
in December. 


“I told him I wanted to see him about Myrtle,’ the young man con- 
tinued, “and asked him where I should meet him. He made an appointment 
to see me at a boarding house on Delmar boulevard, opposite Goodfellow av- 
enue, and I called on him there the next day. 

“I told him Myrtle’s condition and he said he could fix her up all right. 
He said it would cost $25. I gave him $20, I think, that day and was to 
pay him the rest later. 

“The next day—I think it was Dec. 8, Saturday—Myrtle and I went 
together out to the house on Delmar boulevard. Myrtle got into the operating 
chair and I stood at the head of it. She wanted me to hold her hand and I 
did. for five or ten minutes, | suppose. Then Myrtle asked me to go out of 
the room. When I came back, about five minutes later, she was out of the 
chair, and I helped her on with her jacket. Dr. Davies said she would be 
all right and that we needn't come back. Then we left. 

“I next saw Dr. Davies the following Thursday, The evening before that 
| went out to see Myrtle and found ber Ul. I went out again at noon Thurs- 
day, and as she was no better we told her grandmother what had happened. 
I telephoned to Dr. Davies and he went out that night. He examined Myrtle 
and said she was getting along al right. We went over to Vogt’s drug store 
and got some medicine. Mr. Vogt didn't want to sell it to Dr. Davies at first, 
but Dr. Davies showed his card and wrote some hieroglyphics on the back, 
indicating the medicine, I suppose. and that seemed to satisfy the druggist. 
We took the medicine back and Dr. Davies gave some of it to Myrtle. 

“I saw Dr. Davies the day after she died and told him what had hap- 
pened, asking if he couldn’t get @ death certificate, He said Dr. Martin, w 
was called in the dav she died, would have to do that.

Hatvest Feats in Old England 


HE harvest this year being a some- 
Bf what late one, it is hardly likely 

that the season will be productive 
of new records in any kinds of harvest- 
ing feats. At any rate, those concerned 
will have to .be pretty nimble if they 
succeed in breaking a record established 
Curing last year’s harvest operations in 
England. 

This was achieved in Blockley, in the 
agricultural county of Worcester. A 
farmer and a miller co-operated with the 
object of ascertaining how quickly grow- 
ing wheat could be converted into bread. 

They first of all had to cut the wheat, 
which was actually growing in the field, 
then it had to be properly threshed, and 
after that ground in the mill. Then it 
was ready for bread-making; and that 
the experiment was on a more than am- 
ple scale is proved by the fact that a 


' dozen loaves and a small batch of cake 


were duly and perfectly baked. 

Incredible as it may seem, within half 
an hour and seven minutes of the time 
when the Wheat was growing in the 
field it was converted into good, whole- 
some bread. 

A season or two before a fairly smart 
,arvesting feat was performed in a Suf- 
folk parish. A local farmer carted a 


| field of wheat in the morning, threshed 


the afternoon, and in the evening 


The latter forthwith ran a portion of 
the grain through his mill, and, within 


24 hours of the wheat being taken from 
the field in which it was rrown, had 
sold the flour that had been manufac- 
tured from it. That particular season 
had been one of the wettest and most 
unfavorable ever known, so this was 
probably a record in quick work at the 
time. 

Worcestershire has yet another har- 
vesting record to boast of. [It seems 
that the Inhabitants of Powick, a parish 
adjacent to the city of Worcester. have 
the right of grazing over extensive com- 
mon lands in the district every third 
year. 

But during a recent summer, when the 
privilege should have been theirs. they 
were deprived of it by the action of two 
tenant occupiers in the intervening years 
in planting and growing a crop of wheat 
and oats on the land.

As worked out by Mr. Hutchinso#, the 
Department of Public Wealth would be 
the most important office in the Amert- 
can Republic. The work of collecting 
the money would be the simplest duty 
of the office. When a@ person died his 
estate would be left to a regular man- 
ager, and as soon as an inventory had 
been filed In court the heirs would 
have choice of two measures: Of pay- 
ing the amount in excess of one million 
dollars, or of turning the whole estate 
to the Department of Public Wealth 
and demanding the amount due them, 
one million dollars. 


Income Tax for Everybody.

HE year 1907 will have an un- from the tops of high bulldings, run- 


equaled record for injuries and 
fatalities in street accidents in St. 
Louis. — 

The first ton days of September will 
show how extensive they are. During 
this time there were 14 serious street 
accidents, with four resulting deaths, 
and several persors so badly hurt that 
they will carry their ccars t.rough life. 
Two of those that were killed were dead 
by the time they were picked up from 
the pavement. 

In nearly every day’s paper there is 
an account of some accident on St. 
lauts streets. These vary from the 
rether trivial accident to the one in 
which half a dozen lives are sacrificed. 

Following is a table showing the 
wrecks that occurred during the first 
ten days of September:

The coroner's bookr show that from 
Sept. 15, 1906, to Sept. 15, 1907, there were 
2% persons kjlled on the streets of St. 
Leuis. During this same year the cor- 
oner has inquired into 1400 cases for 
the city -* St. Louls alone. 

This means that one-seventh of the 
deaths are due to street accidents. It 
algo means that, almost every morning 
as the army of workers leave their 
homes to, go to work, some one of the

Each year, too, this risk is coming to 

: The streets are becoming 
more crowded, the men and women 
mere tntent upon their affaires and mwre 
unheedful. The drivers of the cars, 
Wagons and autos seem to become no 
more careful as the list of fatalities 
swells. 

This past year, from Sept. 5 te Sept. 
16, 200 persons committed suicide. The 
pumber of suicides just about balances 
the number who tind ‘eath on the 
street. 

Only about 70 homicides are committed 
in St. Louis each year. This is low in 
eemparison to Wastern cities. 

Of the 2 who were killed on the 
streets and in the open this last year, 
almost half were killed by the steam 
refiroads. The exact number ts 97. All 
these were killed inside the city limits, 
Bnd many of them on croasings.

Each vear there are about twelve or 
fifteen men electrocuted while at work. 
Many of these acvidents occur while 
working on street wires, but they are 
not taken into consideration, as death 
comes while the man is folicwing his 
profession. But in all the others death 
swoops down without warning, and 
when the victim is gcing his way on the 
streets. The very svddenness of these 
deaths make them all the more awful. 
When least expecting it, while on the 
public streets, the thread of life is sud- 
denly clipped each year for more than 
200 persons in St. Louls. 

Only about t¢ per cent of ‘rose meet- 
ing death on the streetu tre women. 
While a woman has a poorer chance to 
set out of the way of an rpproaching 
car or to escape the trucks of a vehicle, 
it remains to be seen that she has bet- 
ter chanees to survive the street slausty 


ter than the man The explanation may 
lie in the fact that when a woman 
comes down town she is nut so much 
engrossed in her work as the man is In 
his, and consequently can keep a sharp- 
er lookout for danger. 

Accidents vary greatly according to 
the month. By keeping ‘n mind the 
month one can estimate something near 
the number of accidents that will be re- 
curded. April has fewer fatalities than 
uny month. Just why this is it is hard 
i. say. The highest number its reached 
in December, when the list made in 
April is more than doubled. December 
and January have nearly the same num- 
ber. 

Winter and Summer Victims. 


In wintertime, though, very few auto- 
mobile accidents are recorded. This is 
due, of course, to the fact that not 
many machines are used during the 
snowy months. But in the summer, 
when the chauffeur loves to speed his 
machine, then the number rises rapidly. 

During the winter months. when men 
and women have their ears bundled 
up until they cannot hear very well, 
there are more street accidents than at 
any other season. The steps on the 
cars, too, are slippery. and the passen- 
gers have cold hands, and their grips 
are not very secure. 

During the warm months the railroads 
claim more victims. More persons are 
out driving, the streets are fuller of 
pedestrians, the crossings are obscured 
by trees, with the result that more 
lives are sacrificed on the crossings. 

During the year for which computa- 
tion has been made in this article, 
thirty-one different accidents are re- 
corded as having cost lives. Out of 
this number four kinds of street acci- 
dents claim one-seventh of the total 
number of deaths. 

Street accidents are impartia!l to the 
sphere in life. a person happens to be- 
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long to. The laboring man with his 
bucket runs no greater risk than the 
man in his auto. In fact, tn this spe- 
cific instance, the man in the automo- 
bile is almost in pronounced danger. 
The working gir! is in no more danger 
as she goes down to th factory to 
work in the morning, from falling off 
the car than the wife who goes down 
town in the afternoon to shop. When 
a steam car crashes into a trolley, the 
business man stands just as great a 
show for being killed as the newsboy 
offering him an evening paper. 

The question of how to lessen street 
fatalities is becoming a serious one, and 
it may be that. stricter legislation 
against certain carelessness on the 
Streets will have to be made.

shown what can be done tn the 

way of providing palaces for 
paupers, Switzerland has been vieing 
with America in an effort to establ'sh 
the most comfortable Jail in the world. 
The prison of Thorberg, near the town 
of Wassen, is a perfect paradise fer 
convicts, who are allowed to do just 
as they please, even to the extent of 
visiting the cafes and places of amuse 

ment in the town. 

The warders of Thorberg, according 
to recent revelations, are particularly 
amiable and obliging. especially to those 
convicts who have money and are pre- 
pared to spend it generously. There fs 
no difficulty in getting wines and te- 
hacco in such a case; hot rolls and 
coffee for breakfast; a good dinne®, end- 
ing with liquors and wines: and per- 
mission to play cards, or go for an 
excursion into the mountains. In the 
language of the seaside landlady. Thot- 
berg is a lovely home away from home. 

It reminds one of some of the Amers 
can prisons, where thousands of éon- 
victs are housed in comfort and remain 
in demoralizing idieness. The 
of the New York Prison has told how 
in one prison, with 300 inmates, “the 
men were lolling in their beds, playing 
cards or checkers, warm and well fed.” 

Not content with abolishing the death 


penalty, Michigan permits the inmates __ 


of the State prison to make up ath- 
letic teams, arranges contests with out- 
side organizations, establishes debating 
societies and theatrical companies, and 
it has even been known to inéuce «a 
circus to give a performance for the 
amusement of the convicts.

Some 
time during the hoopskirt period a book- 
let appeared and was sold on the 
streets, entitled ‘‘Hoop Petticoats Ar- 
raigned and Condemned by the Light of 
Nature and the Laws of God.”

It is donned only 
once & year. ‘Thi is when the King 
pays respect to the portraits of his an- 
cestors.

And 
this is no press agent story—it’s all facts. 

Her name is Estelle Christy—not by a happy 
coincidence, but by choice.’ She simply had to be 
Christy—or she thought so when they insisted 
on her graduation by natural order of things 
from the studio to the stage. 

Romance itself is kept busy merely to chron- 
icle the literal, everyday facts about this Balti- 
more beauty, who made her stage debut with the 
Shuberts only a year and a half ago; who was 
chosen by that management as their representa- 
tive, typical “show girl;’’ was sent to England 
by Charles Frohman to appear as one of the 
American Gibson girls with Edna May in “Nelly 
Niel,” at the Aldwych Theater; who there re- 
ceived the extravagant attentions, and finally 
became the flar -e of Edward Henry John Corn- 
wallis, Lord Eliot, son and heir_of the fifth Earl 
of St. Germans; who has returned to New York,

beauty’s getting “in right’ there socially, inde- 
pendently of the prestige of her association with 
Edna May. 

The London newspapers last spring published a 
great deal of interesting gossip about Miss Christy 
and Lord Eliot, and everybody knew that his 


conquest was far from being a quick or an easy 
one. 

“TI didn’t come over here to marry a title,” she 
was reported to have said, “and I haven’t alto- 
gether changed my mind yet. He’ll be lucky if he 
gets me.” 

So he will, the friends agree who best know 
Estelle Christy, and if she didn’t make that re- 
mark in just so many words, she might have, for 
it sounds very like her. 

In fact, she is a type, morally as well as phy- 
sically, of the best class of modern American 
showgirl—intelligent, well-bred, ambitious, wear- 
ing a swagger gown with grace and doing the 
Casino sort of thing inimitably well—not so much 
for its own sake, but rather as a short cut or 
stepping-stone to higher and more substantial 
things. The world is frequently surprised, though 
it needn’t be! when one of these girls suddenly 
emerges from the line as a full-fledged star, or 
else makes a brilliant matrimonial match and 
adorns the social roie of grande dame. 

Miss Christy, as becomes a fair aspirant to 
stage honors, has a past; and, frank as she is 
modest, will talk freely about it and herself, 
telling almost everything, except her family name 
—which, as we shall see, is not Christy. 

Born in Baltimore in 1885, she was reared in 
refinement, educated at Miss Baird’s famous 
Norwalk school for girls, “finished’’ in Paris, 
and at 13 was married to an artist named Mc- 
Dowell. This seems to have been an ill-advised 
union, for after a few years it «nded in divorce, 
leaving the child-wife ~ith the not ungrately 
responsibility, as she declares, of bringing up a 
little son. 

Her type of beauty—blonde tendre, the French 
call it, as distiguished from the golden blonde— 
always attracted artists; and Heward Chandler 
Christy’s luck in securing her as a model had not 
a little to do with his greal vogue as a magazine 
illustrator. It was from this association, as the 
original ‘‘Christy Girl,” that when she made her 
stage debut in “The social Whirl” last season she 
took the name she had helped to make famous, 


and called herself Estelle Christy. The “Elinor 


Christy” who is among the minors in “The Great 
White Way,” is Estelle’s younge- sister.

OU ask me how I feel, in preparing for what 
VY will be my last part here—in fact, my 
good-by appearance—and if I am pleased 
with the prospect of soon quitting work? 

Why, I fee] as if I were just beginning. I have 
only had three parts, and they were the regula: 
showgirl thing—nothing to do but wear clothes, 
look pretty and make a bluff at singing. Those 
little “ponies” practicing their dance out there 
in the lobby are the girls that really work in 
these’ musical pieces. 

I went into it seriously, but only because in 
my case it was by far the quickest route to 
legitimate work. In another year I expected to 
have been in straight drama. 

No, there is no chanee for the showgirl who 
regards the stage merely as a matrimonial 
agency. And the idea of an American girl] going 
title-hunting, unless she has nothing but money, 
seems to me absurd and disgiisting. The only 
good match is a love-match, and that’s what ours 
is on both sides. Lord Eliot is not one of those 
impoverished noblemen you read about. His 
father, the Earl] of St. Germans, has estates of 
more than 12,000 acres; and the ancestral home, 
Port Eliot, in Cornwall, is one of the most ro- 
mantic places in the world. I ara not a million- 
airess, but now I wish I were. It would help 
some, and the sentimént would be just the same. 

Do the English show any prejudice against 
stage brides? The men don’t—quite the contrary. 
The mothers may have to be won over, but if a 
girl, especially an American girl, is under the 
right auspices, they will give her a fair judgment 
on her merits, irrespectivle of position, calling or 
wealth. 

That is what I like about Englana—the socia 
lines are drawn carefully and distinctly, so that 
when you see people in a certain set you know 
exactly who’s who. They place you according to 
the company you keep. Nobody can break into 
the select circle; but once they take you up—well, 
I think I could live in England for good and ail, 
and be very happy. 

They go in a lot for out loor sport over there, 
and that just suits me. Health is the showgirl’s 
long suit, after all. Her beauty and so-called art 
are mostly a matter of that. 

Golf, horseback and motoring for mine—gowns, 
diamonds, the footlight- -pplause and admiration, 
pictures and your name in print, only secondary 
considerations! 
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
